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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues in substance that Salesky teaches storing identities of users attending the 
conference but not identities of users who were invited to attend the conference. 

In response, Salesky teaches mainitaining a database for storing information regarding users that are to attend the conference where in 
fact the conference server sends the users a URL "invitation" that needs to be used to access the location in which the presentation is 
being presented (see col. 30 lines 20-46). Therefore Salesky teaches storing identities of users that are invited to join the conference after 
the user tries to access the presentation. 

The applicant is reminded that the claims must be given their broadest reasonable interpretation. The claim language fails to clearly recite 
that the current whole record is a non-fragmented record or a record that has not been fragmented. The claims merely recites the 
invitation inforamtton comprises identities of entities invited to join the at least one discussion. . Examiner believes that amendment to the 
claim to specify that "the identities of all the entities invited to join the at least one discussion stored prior to the discussion and where the 
identities are selected by an administrator before the discussion" would more clearly define the scope of the claimed limitation and 
possibly overcome the cited prior art. 
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
